The Comanche Public Schools have 
l*vn running now six weeks includ­ 
ing this week. One sixth of the school 
year is about gone. Time flies and we 
must too in order that we may keep 
up. 
The total enrollment has 
reached 
about 645, though a few have with­ 
drawn for various reasons. We have 
a total of twenty-four teachers, ten 
in High School, eight 
in 
Grammar 
School and six in the Ward School. 
About fifty pupils came h* the iUffh 
School from other schools, most of 
them having graduated 
from 
nine 
and ten grade schools. 
Many friends of the school have 
asked from time to time, “Well how 
Is the school running?” 
Our 
reply 
has always been "fine”, and fine is 
light in our opinion. Never has the 
writer seen a gn»up of teachers and 
pupils get down to real 
honest 
and 
hard work more quickly. The teachers 
are working harmoniously without a 
single exception and for the good of 
, the school. We appreciate the except­ 
ionally good behavior of the student 
body shown so far, along with their 
j willingness to work. Our teachers are 
all capable and the pupils seem eager 
to learn.

Many are anxious 
to know 
what 
steps are being made to meet the de­ 
mands of the State Department of 
Education. Our reply is that we are 
making a desperate effort to meet 
every demand. Many 
have 
already 
been met. Others must be met, still. 
Our chief difficulty is in meeting the 
library requirements. W,. have col­ 
lected a small amount 
in the 
High 
School by fees for library purpose«, 
about half enough. Put we mu.-t meet 
j the library requirements in the Ward 
and Grammar Schools. The Parent- 
Teacher> and the Study 
Club 
have 
signified their willingness 
to 
help. 
But surely there are some people who 
j would like to make contributions to 
( this worthy cause even though they 
j not l*elong to either of these organi­

Our entire county is awakening to 
a realization of the 
filet 
that 
the 
schools must create an environment 
in which right habits of conduct and 
ideals and standards 
of moral 
in­ 
tegrity may become fixed in the lives 
of our pupils in order that they ma> 
develop attitudes and 
skills 
that 
make 
for better living thus prepar­ 
ing them for the duties of home mak­ 
ing, social life and citizenship. 
Industrial training, and 
especially 
in the rural schools, will serve in 
gaining knowledge and skill 
which 
will arouse an interest in farm and 
home vocations. Many of our rural 
schools have provided for this term 
of school, industrial equipment which 
will give these schools an 
opportun­ 
ity for real service to the commun­ 
ity. 
The schools of the county under 
the jurisdiction of the County Board- 
that have taken advantage of this 
opportunity this year are as follows; 
and each will receive $250.00 for vo­ 
cational equipment: 
Vandyke Consolidated Independent 
school. This school community built 
a «pedal room for industrial equip­ 
ment which will be known as 
the 
‘ Community Work Room, or Labora­ 
tory.” The people donated the labor 
in the construction 
of 
this 
room 
which is a part of th^ extension re­ 
quired for the third teacher due to 
consolidation. Vocational 
equipment 
in this and other 
schools 
signifies 
that equipment has 
been 
installed 
for the teaching of "Agriculture and 
Farm 
Merchanics 
and 
Domestic 
Science.” 
Brysonvtlle 
also 
a 
consolidated 
school, began this morning, the con­ 
d u ctio n of a room separate 
from 
their main school building for teach­ 
ing the vocational work. 
This room 
will be strictly modern in every res­ 
pect properly heated anil lighted. The 
people of this community 
have 
al­ 
ready subscribed $150 to pay on this 
building. Much enthusiasm is mani­ 
fested in this course. 
Sipe Springs Consolidated TroWxm- 
dent school has 
provided 
a 
special 
room for the teaching of this same 
work. Sipe Springs is introducing for 
this year a complete course in "Vo­ 
cational Agriculture,” under the di­ 
rection of Prof. Stutts from M ississ­ 
ippi. 
The schools which have already in­ 
troduced this course and have been 
carrying in 
connection 
with 
their 
regular curriculum are Gustine, B as­ 
se, Lamkin and Theny. Theny and 
Gustine have vocational Agriculture 
under the "Smith Hughes Act.” 
In all we now have seven schools 
offering 
vocational 
training 
un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the County 
School Board. Many more are anxi- 
ious to introduce this course and will 
do so in the near future.
